ing thin mud. Until time for jTlahting 
in the field the trees should be “heeled- 
in” according to the following method: 
Dig a trench deep enough to bury the 
roots and part of the stems. 
The 
trench should run east and west, with 
its south bank at a slope of about 30 
degrees to the surface of the ground. 
A layer of trees should be placed in 
the trench on its sloping side, the toji 
toward the 
south. 
The 
roots 
and 
stems should be covered with fresh 
earth dug from the second trench, in 
which a second layer of trees is put 
and covered in the same way. 
The 
digging of the parallel trenches is re­ 
peated and layers of trees are j)ut in 
until all have been heeled-in as shown 
in the accompanying illustration. 
In the case of conifers care should 
be taken not to bury the foliage, and 
either to choose a shady j?la(^ for the 
young trees or to construct a shade 
over them with brush or laths. 
The best time to plant trec'S is in 
the early spring, before the growth be­ 
gins. 
In general, planting should be 
done as soon as 
possible 
after 
frost is out of the ground. 
The trees 
should be carried to the planting sites 
roots downward in a pail containing 
several inches of water. 
They should 
be set in holes dug with a 
mattock. 
The width and dej)th of the holes will 
dejiend on the character and size of 
the plant’s root system. 
In all tree 
planting it is of 
the greatest 
impor 
tance to jjress the earth firmly about 
the roots so that ail air 
spaces are 
filled. 
The soil should not. however, 
be packed so hard as to he impervions 
to water, nor should the 
earth 
be 
raised in a mound about the stem.

MrsT”Roosevelt today7"*" Between the 
hours of 11 and 1:30 the chief execu­ 
tive and the first 
lpdy of the land 
shook the bands 
of over 8.000 per­ 
sons, the former muttering an ap­ 
parently 
sincere 
“dee-lighted” 
as 
many times. 
Members of the diplomatic corps in 
brilliant uniforms 
hobnobbed 
with 
cabinet members, * army 
and 
navy 
officers, national and district govern­ 
ment officers, senators and represen­ 
tatives and the plain people of the 
national capital.

The framework is built around six up­ 
right 4x4s braced with 2x4s around 
the top. 
The slats in the rack are 
made of fencing. 
The rack is floored 
with inch stuff and sided up with 1x12 
boards over which is a 2x8 board to 
add strength where the cattle lean 
over the rack. 
A 2x6 32 inches above 
the 2x8 and around the rack prevents 
crowding and adds strength to the 
rack. 
A rack of this kind calls for 
the following bill of material: 
Twenty-two pieces

fencing 10 
feet; 3 4x4s, 16 feCt high; 7 2xls, 16 
feet high; 9 boards 1x12x16; 3 2x6s, 
16 feet long; 5 2x4s, 16 feet long; 128 
feet flooring; 6 2x8s.
